3.—There was a 


bloody riot between union and non- 
union sailors yesterday. 
About 10 


o'clock W. P. Fell, a. shipping- cleric, 
appeared at slip No. 1 of the Illinois 
Central railroad, and began negotia- 
ting with a number of nonunion sail- 
ors with the view of engaging them to 
ship on a vessel getting ready to sail. 
A crowd of union sailors came up and 
attacked Fell. He wan knocked down 
with a cltib in the hands of one of ""tne 
men, and others set upon and began 
kicking him in the head and body. 
Fell called for help, but the nonunion 
men he had been trying to hire ran 
away pursued by it number of union 
men. 


Fell then drew his revolver and fired 


into the crowd. The first bullet struck 
Gustave Oleun in the right side of the 
neck, just above tho shoulder, and he 
fell to the ground. When Clean fell 
his companions fled, and the police 
coming up shortly afterwards both 
men were placed under arrebt. 


Olcan was taken to the hospital, 


where his wound was pronounced very 
serious, though it is not considered fa- 
tal. 
Previous to the attack upon Fell

NATURE'S FREAKS IN PLANTS. 


rowtbs In Which Animal and Vegetable 
Life Almost BlenfL 


Nowhere is the evidence of design SrJ 


nature more emphatically set forth 


tan among certain forms of plant life, 
hich, in their various functions, seem 


:o approach so near the animal king-1 
flora that the observer feels that here is 
some- btrange plant animal—something 
shat might possibly form a connecting 
iink between the animals and plants. 


In a close study of these plants we 


eee many evidences of seeming intelli- 
gence that arc not found in some ani- 
mals, and so remarkable are the actions 
of certain plants that the impression ia 
forced upon us that we are confronted 
with Intelligence or something akin to 
It In the present paper I wish to call 
attention to the group which is popu- 
arly known as carnivorous plants, or 
flesh eaters. A familiar example is the 
little drosera, so common in various 
portions of the country. The plant is 
•mall and inconspicuous. The first one 
I ever saw caught my eye by a sud- 
den flash of nery red light, and 
kneeling 
on

damp gross 


Jairly caught t|ie little carnivore in 
1 he act which has rendered it so famous, 
There were several tender, delicate 
btalks in the center, aud round about 


near the ground four or five singular 


round, pad-like objects about tho size 
if small buttons. These were leaves 
and their upper suffa.ce was covered 
with reddish tentacles that stood boldly 
up, each bearing1 a delicate drop of dew 
that gleamed and glistened in the sun 
light like a veritable garnet. Across 
the top of the leaves a long-legged fra 
(file insect lay, caught but a second be- 
fore and dying a most terrible death. 


Five or SIK of the hair-like tentacle! 


were thrown across its legs and wings 
holding it down and pressing its boii; 
nearei and nearer to the leaf, whil' 
other rich, blood red stallcs were in al 
positions, bending over to encompas 
the victim. The sight was a horror in 
a miniature, and reminded me of th< 
actions of an octopus, or dev.lii^h, a 
the little cepholopod is commonl; 
called. It has eight sucker lined arms 
radiating from a small, bag slmpei 
body, and each arm has all the sin 
uosity, all of the possibility of motion 
of a snake, over undulating, quivering 
as if with suppressed emotion, whil 
over the entire mass waves and variet 
shades of color seem to ebb and flow.—

The Columbian Exposition. 


THHBK MONTHS' SHOWING. 


OniOAao, ILL., August 1.—With the 


closing of the gales last night the firet 
half of the Columbian Exposition passed 
into hietory. Tbe number ot paid ad- 
missions daring the month was 2,759,971, 
and the largest number of paid admiss- 
ions wae July 4, when 283,278 people de- 
posited the admission fee witb tbe ticket 
sellers. The smallest number was on 
Sunday last, when only 18,637 paid ad- 
missions were recorded. The paid at- 
tendance for May was 1.05U.037, while 
that ot Jane more than doubled this 
fignre, reaching a total ot 2,676,113. 


Officials of the fair are greatly pleased 


with tbe artistic success ot the great ex- 
position, bat this much cannot be said ot 
the financial end ot the enterprise, The 
attendance haa failed largely to reaoh 
the mark it was expected to attain dar- 
ing the first half of tbe fair and espe- 
cially daring *Jue month ot July. For 
this tbe railroads are in the main held 
responsible, and tbe officials do not hesi- 
tate to ontluiae their stubbornness and 
meanness in refusing to make a one-fare 
round trip at the beginning of the 
fair. 
Tbe prefect hard times have 


had much to do with the poor at- 
tendance, bat the management thinks 
the people would have attended largely 
bad the railroad (area been reduced. 
There must neoeeeanly be a large attend- 
ance daring the remaining period of the 
fair if ths management expects to pay its 
debts, and this is all they now expect to 
do. It is a foregone conclusion that the 
stockholders of the exposition will get 
nothing on their investments, nor 'will 
the subscriptions be returned, ae the 
money for which the exposition is legally 
liable amounts to so much that it will 
take a tremendous daily average ot paid 
admissions to ease the obligation.
